state departm en t officials. 
It is recalled by th e departm en t offi­ 
cials th at ever sin ce 18 28 American 
explorers in both th e Arctic an d An t­ 
arctic h ave discovered vast areas of 
lan d to wh ich n o claims were ever 
made. 
Th e islan ds of Spitzbergen , 
wh ich were discovered man y years 
ago, are still with out a recogn ized 
own er. On th e maps th ese islan ds are 
design ated as belon gin g to Russia, but 
h er claim. If ever asserted, h as n ever 
been recogn ized. 
As to 1110 particular territory wh ich 
Dr. Cook is said to h ave discovered, 
th e statem en t was made th at it was 
quite probable th at th ese lan ds would 
be foun d to be an exten sion of th e 
main lan d of Green lan d, an d if so th ey 
belon g to Den mark.

After leav ing Ephesu s Faftl v isited I 
the chu rches in Maced onia, giv ing 
them mu ch ex hortation, the natu re of 
which we may gather from his epls 
ties. 
Then, passing into (Jreece, he 
abod e three months, and he wou ld not 
fail to open to them the Scriptu res at 
ev ery opportu nity . 
Hind ered in his 
pu rpose to sail from Greece to Sy ria, 
he retu rned throu gh Maced onia, some 
of the brethren hav ing gou e to Troas 
to await him there. 
Lu ke ev id ently 
accompanied him to Philippi and sail­ 
ed with him to Troas, where they tar­ 
ried sev en d ay s (x x , 0» . 
The nex t 
v erse looks like commemorating ou r 
TiOrd ’s d eath on the first d ay of the 
week, and in connection therewith 
Pau l held an ail night serv ice, talking! 
ev en till break of d ay . At this serv ice 
a y ou ng man fell ou t of the wind ow j 
and was killed , bu t Pau l was permit-! 
ted to restore him to life. 
This may 
hav e been an ex ceptionally long d is­ 
cou rse of Pau l’s, bu t we hav e some- j 
times wond ered , with so mu ch to tell, 
how long he d id talk. 
While all the 
party sailed from Troas. Pau l prefer­ 
red to walk across to Assos and join 
them there, perhaps cov eting to be 
alone with his Lord , something so nec­ 
essary for a laborer with God . A mis­ 
sionary wrote from the heart of Brazil j 
recently , “It is pray er that strikes the | 
winning blow.’* 
Hav ing reached Miletu s and hasten­ 
ing to be at Jeru salem by Pentecost, 
instead of v isiting Ephesu s he sent for I 
the eld ers of the chu rch to come to i 
him at Miletu s, and his ad d ress to t 
them cov ers the greater portion of the | 
v erses assigned as ou r lesson for to- j 
d ay . With this farewell d iscou rse tlio j 
teacher shou ld read his epistle to the | 
Ephesians and also ou r Lord ’s epistle j 
to the same chu rch in Rev . 11. 
H e ; 
here remind s them of his behav ior 
and his zeal and his teaching d u ring 
his three y ears’ sojou rn among them. 
The phrase “serv ing the Lord with all 
hu mility of mind ” (v erse 19) giv es the 
key to his whole life since he saw the 
Lord on the way to Damascu s. 
Pu t 
with it Acts x x v ii. 23, “whose I am, 
and whom I serv e;” also Rom. v i. 10, 
“To whom y e y ield y ou rselv es to obey ; 
his serv ants y e are to whom y e obey .” 
Being su ch a serv ant of su ch a Master, 
he wou ld of cou rse keep back noth­ 
ing that they ou ght to know, for he 
liv ed not to please men, bu t God , who 
trieth the heart (I Thess. II. 4). 
Ilis 
preaching was su mmed u p In “repent­ 
ance toward God and faith toward ou r 
Ix >rd Jesu s Christ (v erse 21). and this 
he proclaimed alike to Jew and Greek, 
testify ing the gospel of the grace of 


God and the coming kingd om of God 
(24, 25). 
lie knew that bond s and af 
fllctions awaited him ev ery where, bu t 
this d id not mov e him, and he was 
alway s read y to lay d own his life for 
Christ. 
The time d id come when he 
wrote to liis belov ed Timothy : “1 am 
now read y to be offered , and the time 
of my d epartu re is at hand . 
I hav e 
fou ght a good fight; I hav e finished 
my cou rse: 1 hav e kept the faith” (II 
Tim. iv , 6, 7 ). 
Knowing that it is ou r 
priv ilege to su ffer with Christ and to 
fill u p that which is behind of the af­ 
flictions of Christ, he ev er tau ght that 
we mu st throu gh mu ch tribu lation en­ 
ter the kingd om of God (Phil. i, 29 : 
Col. i, 24: Acts x lv . 22). 
Impressed 
that this might be his last talk with 
them, we listen with great interest to 
his farewell word s, which we d o well 
to lay to heart. lie remind s them that 
they are pu rchased with the blood of 
Christ (2S). in whom we hav e red emp­ 
tion throu gh Ills blood , the forgiv e­ 
ness of sins (Eph. i, 7 ), and that they 
can l^e* bu ilt u p only by the word of 
His grace, which is the only food for 
the sou l. 
What a w’ord to sou nd ou t ev ery ­ 
where to all preachers and teachers 
tod ay , “Feed the chu rch of God ,” re­ 
membering that lie Himself said , “I 
am the bread of life,” “I am the liv ing 
bread which came d own from heav en” 
(John v i. 35, 51). 
Again He qu oted 
from the law’. “Man shall not liv e by 
bread alone, bu t by ev ery w’ord of 
God ” (Lu ke Iv , 4). P%u l foresaw that 
wolv es wou ld enter In among them, 
not sparing the flock, and ou r Lord 
said to His d isciples, “I send y ou forth 
as sheep in the mid st of wolv es,” 
“Fear not them w’hich kill the bod y ” 
(Matt, x , 10, 28). He also warned them 
that from among themselv es false 
teachers w’ou ld arise to d raw- awray 
d isciples after them. 
By his own ex ample of earning his 
own liv ing while he sojou rned among 
them he warned them against cov ­ 
etou sness and tau ght them to care for 
the weak, remind ing them of some 
word s of the Lord Jesu s, “It is more 
blessed to giv e than to receiv e” (v erses 
33-35). 
In his epistle he wrote, “Let 
him that stole steal no more, bu t rath­ 
er let him labor, working with his 
hand s the thing which is good , that he 
may hav e to giv e to him that need eth” 
(Eph. iv , 28). 
It Is not popu lar with 
many to earn money in ord er to hav e 
something to giv e away . People d o in 
chu rches sing “If ev er 1 lov ed Thee, 
my Jesu s, ’tls now*,” bu t when the 
Lord sees the offering on the collection 
plate and their manifest failu re other­ 
wise In showing their lov e by their 
d eed s He might well say to them the 
word s of I John lii. 17.

The epistle of Pau l to the Romans 
is the su perior of any thing to be fou nd 
in epistolary literatu re. Pau l was a 
master in letter writing, and his let­ 
ters written to some of the chu rches 
which he had orgau ized and some of 
which he had v isited afterward form 


a most important part in New’ Testa­ 
ment writings. 
Pau l was to Christ 
what Plato was to Socrates. The gos­ 
pel w’riters assu me the attitu d e toward 
Christ that Xenophon d id to Socrates. 
Xenophon was the historian of Soc­ 
rates. 
The ev angelists in the gospel 
tell tfco history of Christ. Bu t Plato 
and Pau l occu py the higher positions. 
Plato was the interpreter of Socrates’ 
philosophy ; Pau l was the interpreter 
of the d octrines of Christ. Interpret­ 
ers occu py a mu ch higher grou nd 
than mere historians. So that Pau l as 
the interpreter of Christ’s d octrines 
occu pied the su preme attitu d e tow’ard 
Him. By him the life and teachings 
of Christ were formu lated into the 
great d octrines which are the main ¡ 
fou nd ations of the beliefs of the v ari- 
j 
ou s Christian d enominations. Ind eed , 
Pau l and his writings hav e been so 
thorou ghly preached that some hav e 
claimed that Christ has been ov er­ 
shad owed by Ilis great apostle. 
Bu t 
not so. To preach Pau l is to preach 
Christ, for no d isciple was ev er more 
d ev oted to his Master than Pau l to 
Christ. lie preached not himself, bu t i 
“Christ and Him cru cified .” Ilis glory : 
was in the cross. “God forbid that I 
shou ld glory sav e In the cross of 
Christ” was his gu id ing star. 
Great as all the epistles of Pau l are. 
J 
the greatest is the book of Romans, in ! 
which ho sets forth so forcibly the 
d octrine 
of ju stification 
by 
faith, 
which d octrine, seized on later by 
Martin 
Lu ther, 
rev olu tionized 
the 
formality and d ead ness of the Catholic 
chu rch and led to the reformation and 
the institu tion of Protestantism. 
Ro­ 
mans had had a tremend ou s influ ence. 
By stu d y ing it Lu ther learned that 
Christianity was by faith and not su ch 
works as the since called Roman Cath- 
1 olic chu rch d emand s. The resu lt w’u s 
the Protestant chu rch. 
Lu ther’s com­ 
mentary on Romans led to the conv er­ 
sion of John Wesley , w’ho in his stru g­ 
gles against similar cond itions in the 
Chu rch of England to those in the 
time of Lu ther in the Catholic chu rch 
fou nd ed 
the 
Method ist 
Episcopal , 
chu rch, which has been and Is still a 
great ev angelical force in the world . 
The Presby terian and all the reform- 
; ed chu rches base their d octrines u pon 
j Pau l’s interpretations of the life and 
teachings of Christ. Protestantism al­ 
most entirely still stand s firmly u pon 
them, and u nd er the blessings of God 
! they hav e been w’ond erfu lly progressiv e 
and su ccessfu l in their work. 
No one w’as better qu alified to write 
i this epistle than Pau l. 
It is no local 
letter, bu t one for the wrorId . 
Jews 
I and gentiles alike are shown in it how 
' to be sav ed , and there is no d ifference 
j in the method . Jews and gentiles, as 
j the apostle prov es, mu st be sav ed , if 
I at all, throu gh faith in Christ and His 
d eath. Only Pau l w'as really ad apted 
to write su ch a book for su ch a pu r­ 
pose. His father was a Jew who had 
been mad e a citizen of Rome. 
Ills 
mother was a Greek, which bou nd him 
to the gentiles. 
He w’as thu s related 
to the three great empires of his d ay — 
Jnd ea, Greece and Rome. 
Related to 
all, he cou ld natu rally appeal to all. 
He was raised a strict Jew and ed u ­ 
cated in the highest Jew’ish schools. 
Yet, his mother being a gentile} he 
wou ld u nd erstand the gentiles better 


than Jews alone. 
What better equ ip- j 
fnent for a world wid e influ ence? 
lie | 
belongs to all nations and has led 
members of all nations into his Mas­ 
ter’s kingd om. He was a great think­ 
er. a master of philosophy and of 
logic, and the logic of the d octrinal 
sy stem has nev er been su ccessfu lly re­ 
fu ted or d enied . 
The book of Romans Is read ily d i­ 
v id ed . 
It consists of two parts, the 
d octrinal and practical. The d octrinal 
part is fou nd in chapters 1, 16, to x i, 36; 
The practical part inclu d es chapter x il, 
16. 
In Rom. i, 18, is the tex t of the 
d octrinal part. 
In chapter x ii, 1, the 
tex t for the practical part Is fou nd . 
Ev ery End eav orer shou ld commit to 
memory these two v erses.

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The tomato crop is g oing to be 
shorter than was thoug ht earlier in 
the season, althoug h it was ev ident 
sev eral weeks ag o that the tomatoes 
had not set on the v ines v ery heav y 
owing to the incessant rains beating 
off the bloom. 
It will not be surprising if the to­ 
mato crop is short at least one half 
of that of last y ear and if early 
frost should spoil hundreds of tons 
of tomatoes in the field the pack 
would fall short of this fig ure. 
The pea and sweet com pack was 
better this y ear than last, but it is 
certain now that 
the 
tomato 
and 
pumpkin pack is g oing to be lig ht. 
The tomatoes are ripening v ery slow­ 
ly and the amount canned so far is 
v ery lig ht compared with the number 
of cans that had been filled at this 
time last season. 
Farmers and tomato g rowers say , 
howev er, that nothing they raise pay s 
as well or can be produced with so 
little labor as tomatoes.
